Wilmington man 
found dead, 
woman seriously 
injured at Clark 
Street home

WILMINGTON — Police 
officers responding to an 
early 911 call on Saturday 
morning discovered a horri- 
fying.scene on Clark Street. 

At 5:42 a.m., police officers 
responded to a neighbor’s 
call. regarding a_ possible 
domestic disturbance and 
stabbing. 

Entering the residence, po- 
lice™ discovered a woman 
with serious injuries. 

They also discovered Fran- 
cesco Cenca, 44, suffering 
from‘what are believed to be 
self-inflicted stab wounds. 

Cenca was evacuated via 
med-flight to Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston. 
He later succumbed to his 
injuries. 

The female victim remains 
unidentified. 

A statement from Commu- 
nications Director for the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 


serving his country. 

Soon after, Ryan committed 
suicide. He would later be diag- 
nosed with post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD). 

“In his honor, a group of us 
started doing the wiffle ball tour- 
nament,” Jesse Cammarata said. 
“It was just a way to remember 
him. We never thought it would 
turn out as well as it does and 
bring so much awareness.” 

Over four years, the Tim Ryan 
Wiffle Ball Extravaganza has 
raised $30,000 in donations for 
veterans. From its first year 
earning $3,000 to last year’s stun- 
ning total of $12,000 raised, there 
has been a tremendous response 
to the event and the cause. 

This year’s tournament will 
be held on August 20. 


“We just can’t stop,” Camma- 
rata said. “It’s helping too many 
people. It keeps growing.” 

While Cammarata and his fel- 
low organizers are excited by the 
ongoing response, they remain 
shocked at just how much sup- 
port continues to pour in. 

“T don’t want to say it started 
as a joke, but it was a way to cel- 
ebrate Tim and just have a good 
time,” Cammarata said. “And 
now it’s become so much more 
than that. Our family and 
friends make it huge. If it wasn’t 
for our family and the close-knit 
community of Wilmington, it 
never would have happened.” 

According to a 2013. study by 
the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, 22 veterans commit sui- 
cide per day. This averages out 
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to one suicide every 65 minutes: 
This is considered to be a con- 
servative estimate and may not 
fully encapsulate the epidemic 
of self-harm among veterans. 
“Our soldiers are coming back 
with these injuries and no one 
is helping them,” Cammarata 
said. “We try to do a little more 
personal thing. We don’t take 
any money in any way. One 
hundred percent of the profits 
go to anything that they need.”

crisis in Tewksbury

TEWKSBURY — Sisters 
Mary-Ellen Cooper and 
Patty-Jo Hanley were fed up. 

“I would like to open a 
sober house in Tewksbury to 
help young adults from our 
eommunity battling opiate 
addiction,” Cooper wrote on 
Facebook in February 2015. 
“Does anyone have $400,000? 
Need to start fundraising. It 
will take a village. Anyone 

up for the challenge?” 

In the year-and-a-half since 
she posted her call for action, 
a village has come together 
to turn Cooper and Hanley’s 
dream into a reality. Several 
of their family members as 
well as other area residents 
have joined her to form Into 
Action Recovery (IAR), a 12- 
step program centered 
around rehabilitation. 

The members of IAR are 
more than concerned citizens 
— they’re activists deter- 
mined to save their commu- 
nity from an epidemic. 

None of the members have 
the privilege to think of opi- 
ate addiction as an abstract 

‘concept, something that 
people in far away cities 
deal with, but not them. 

Some have battled addic- 

+ tion themselves. Others have 
* watched their family mem- 

bers struggle to get clean 
‘and lost loved ones to the 
* disease. 

“We’re tired of going to 

wakes and funerals for young 
- kids,” said IAR member 
* Bonnie Merrick, who lives in 
Methuen. 
» Like so many other towns 
» across the state, opioid usage 
, in Tewksbury is on the rise. 
The Massachusetts Depart- 
‘ment of Public Health re- 
ported that between 2012 and 
2013, there were three deaths 


caused by opium overdoses 
in Tewksbury. In 2014 and 
2015, that number had risen 
to 15. 

On June 21, The Tewksbury 
Police Department reported 
to the Board of Selectmen 
that there had been seven 
opioid deaths in the first six 
months of this year. 

“If anyone ever told me I’d 
be sitting here talking about 
this,” said Cooper. “I’d be 
surprised.” 

Cooper first heard about 
heroin in Massachusetts dur- 
ing a rotation at a hospital in 
Lowell in 1989. She could 
hardly believe the drug had 
made its way to her corner 
of the world. At the time, it 
was better known as the poi- 
son of choice for musicians 
like Jim Morrison and Ray 
Charles, a dark cloud over 
places like New York City 
and Los Angeles. 

By the early 2000s, the drug 
had snaked its way to Boston, 
claiming hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives along the way. 

“Unfortunately, this has 
touched so many people,” 
said member Scott Consaul. 
“It’s in every town and every 
community in the Common- 
wealth.” 

Enough was enough. 

The first IAR meeting took 
place four days after Cooper 
made her post. A dozen peo- 
ple gathered at the Dunkin’ 
Donuts on Main St. in Tewks- 
bury, a. fact that makes some 
of the members smirk when 
they think about how far the 
group has come. 

At that initial meeting, there 
was less to smile about. The 
inaugural members agreed 
that there weren’t enough 
quality resources for people 
battling opioid addictions. 

Their mission became clear. 
Tired of the “revolving door 
of detox, rehab, home and 
relapse,” IAC’s put out a mis-

sion statement saying their 
goal is "to provide a long 
term educational, therapeu- 
tic and spiritual 12-step pro- 
gram for adults with opiate 
and/or alcohol addiction." 

It’s a badly needed re- 
source. Members who had 
navigated the recovery pro- 
cess lamented the strict 
rules regarding entry for 
detox and treatment clinics, 
lax rules at sober houses and 
a lack of beds meant many 
addicts were falling through 
the cracks. 

One member said she had 
heard of parents feeding 
their addicted children hero- 
in to get them into detox clin- 
ics, which sometimes have 
minimum requirements for 
how much a person must be 
using to be admitted. 

Other facilities require en- 
trants to be clean before start- 
ing the program. Many ad- 
dicts without the right insur- 
ance are turned away simply 
because they cannot pay. 

“Tf you’re not affected by it,” 
said member Kelley Giasullo. 
“You don’t understand. Jail is 
the only place you can get a 
free, guaranteed detox.” 

What Cooper, Hanley and 
other IAR members had in 
mind was a place for addicts 
to get a second chance. 
Modeled after the 12-step 


program made famous by 
Alcoholics Anonymous, the 
group’s recovery house will 
be focused on helping addicts 
recuperate and reintegrate 
into society. 

IAC is particularly clear 
that they are not a typical 
sober house. 

“(Sober houses] don’t have 
people to monitor the com- 
ings and goings,” said Coo- 
per. One member added that 
many of those facilities are 
functionally “flop houses” 
with drugs surrounding those 
trying to stave off relapse. 

At the proposed IAC house, 
there will be round-the-clock 
staff to ensure those in recov- 
ery are following the rules. 

Consaul added that with 
this method, those in treat- 
ment would never get to the 
point of using again inside 
the house — there would be 
consequences for bad behav- 
ior long before that hap- 
pened. 

At the core of IAC is a hu- 
man approach to recovery, 
one based in compassion 
and understanding rather 
than money grabbing and 
bed turnover rate. 

While many rehabilitation 
facilities have limits for how 
long a person can stay and 
lack the space for clients, 
the newly founded group 


plans to prioritize recovery 
over quick turnaround as a 
long term treatment center. 

“This will be on a case by 
case basis,” added Cooper. 
“Some people take longer 
than others.” 

Similarly, while many re- 
covery houses are privatized 
and prohibitively expensive, 
IAC is a nonprofit. Their plan 
is keep costs low so that all 
addicts, regardless of income, 
have a chance at recovery. 

A bank representative told 
Hanley about a developer 
who had applied for a mort- 
gage with a similar purpose. 
The developer had bought 
land and intended to build 
sober houses on it, but he 
wasn’t going to be directly 
involved in the construction, 
management or program- 
ming for the facilities. 

Hanley said, “She told me, 
“You guys are a recovery pro- 
gram.” 

From humble beginnings, 
on August 1 the group official- 
ly secured $200,000 in funds 
through Rep. James Miceli 
and the Massachusetts legis- 
lature to begin the process of 
acquiring a house. 

“The fact is, there aren’t 
many people in the Com- 


monwealth who can say they . 


don’t know someone effected 
by the opiate crisis,” said

Miceli in a press release. 
“I'm glad our legislature 
came together in agreement 
that we should be © doing 
more, not less to combat this 
epidemic.” 

Still, much of the work; is 
yet to be done. The gro 
currently in the process of 
sifting through real estate 
listings trying to find a suit- 
able place for their project. 

“It’s not just for Tewks 
bury,” said Merrick. - 
can be built anywhere in-the 
Merrimack Valley.” = 

While progress toward get- 
ting a house marches forward 
slowly but surely, IAC, mem- 
bers are busy spreading the 
word about their GoFundMe 
page, www.gofundme.com/ 
intoactionrecovery, which has 
already raised over $5,000. 
The group is also planning a 
5K scheduled for September 


18 at Tewksbury Memorial 


High School. 
The group meets twice a 
month at Tewksbury Hospi- 


tal and residents are encour- | 


aged to join the fight against 
opioid addiction — with.a 
small warning. Even. first 
timers to the meetings end 
up joining the cause. and 
contributing their talents. 
“When you come to .our 
meetings,” said Cooper. “You 
leave with a job.” 


Missing teen found dead remembered 


for her singing voice, brilliant mind —

WILMINGTON — Ira Jaan 
Simbulan, 18, of North An- 
dover, was found deceased 
yesterday. 

Simbulan was _ reported 
missing on August 1 and had 
last been seen around 5:30 
p-m on Glen Road. Police 
began their search on Tues- 
day morning and discovered 
her around 10 a.m. the next 
day. 

The Wilmington Police De- 
partment joined forces with 
the Northeastern Massa- 
chusetts Law Enforcement 
Council (NEMLEC) and 
police cadets from Lowell to 
investigate. Scores of re- 
sponders assisted in the 
search which ended upon 
the discovery of Simbulan’s 
body in a wooded behind a 
house on Glen Road. 

“The preliminary investi- 
gation does not indicate any 
foul play,” District Attorney 
Marian Ryan said yesterday 
in a press release. “This is 
an ongoing investigation 
being conducted by State 
Police assigned to the 
Middlesex District Attor- 
ney’s Office and the Wil- 
mington Police Depart- 
ment.” 

She was petite, barely over 
five feet tall, hardly over 100 
pounds and had recently 
traded her long brown locks 
for a swishy bob. On her 
LinkedIn page, she de- 
scribed herself as curious, 
with a “carnivorous appetite 
for learning.” 

Born and raised in Quezon 
City, The Philippines, Sim- 
bulan moved to California 
after her freshman year of

high school. 

“She was a wonderful per- 
son,” said Monique Allison 
Alfonso, who was one of Sim- 
bulan’s classmates in The 
Philippines. “You [could] 
talk to her about anything.” 

Simbulan graduated as a 
member of the National 
Honor Society in 2015 from 
Gabrielino High School in 
San Gabriel, California. 
There, she filled her calen- 
dar with her involvement in 
Show Choir, the Future 
Business Leaders of Ameri- 
ca, Kiwanis International 
and even served as a student 
board member for the San 
Gabrielino Unified School 
District school board. 

At Babson College, she stud- 
ied Business Administration 
and Management, was an 
editor for the Babson Free 
Press, vice president of com- 
munication for the social 
change group Enactus, mem- 
ber of the entrepreneur 
group eTower, and a writer 
for The Odyssey. She also 
held an _ internship at 
CrowdF und in New York City. 
- It was during her first 
semester of college that she 
met her boyfriend, Arjun 
Bhatnagar. He called her his 
“jukebox” for her talented 
singing voice. 

Simbulan was passionate 
about singing. She competed 
on Philippine Idol and occa- 
sionally performed at cere-

monies and other events. 
She was also a ferocious 
reader and kept a journal 
full of notes analyzing the 
texts she read. 

"She's the only person I've 
ever met who could poten- 
tially be a novelist," Bhat- 
nagar told the North An- 
dover Citizen. "She would 
read books, even the books 
she read for fun, and ana- 
lyze those books and come 
up with ideas." 

Bhatnagar said his girl- 
friend was still playing 
“eatch-up” with her Ameri- 
can peers when it came to 
speaking English, but she 
was determined to perfect 
her. pronunciation. In 2013, 
she won a state competition 
for public speaking. 

Simbulan had been living 
with Bhatnagar and his fam- 
ily for the last two months 
while she took a summer 
class at Babson. 

Recently, she was informed 
by the college that should 
would not be allowed to re- 
turn to the school in the fall. 
She had previously strug- 
gled with depression and 
was devastated by the deci- 
sion. With help from those 
around her, she was working 
on a new plan for her future.

newly-picked corn into the 
barn to keep up with the rush. 
Pop would continue to stuff 
the corn into the bags while 
Sylvia would tend store. 

Elmer also worked on other 
farms in the area. When he 
settled into a permanent job, 
it was with Pop’s. son, 
George, who owned a food 
brokerage in Boston. After 
he retired, Elmer returned to 
the farm, taking care of the 
property of Mildred Neilson. 
Apparently the work was 
good for him, for he worked 
well into his eighties. 

Through the years, Elmer 
worked his property at the 
corner of Clark Street. It was 
a bright spot for people on 
their way to Wilmington 
Plaza, less than -a quarter 
mile away. After his death in 
1986, the property was re- 
zoned, sold and destroyed. 
The house was torn down and 
the gardens were removed. 
The original developer’s plans 
fell through, and for many 
years, the corner had nothing 
but weeds. 

The good news, though, is 
that many of his perennials 
were dug up by friends, and 
many still exist today in 
Wilmington. Last month, I 
was quite surprised to learn 
that some of those flowers 
were in the gardens of my 
neighbors here in Maine, 
Andrea and Mark Peters. 
When Elmer’s gardens were 
broken up, Andrea trans- 
planted some of his flowers to 
their home on Ferguson 
Road, Wilmington. When the 
Peters moved to Maine, the 
flowers came with them. 

Mark grew up on Shaw- 
sheen Avenue and has been a 
friend for many years. When 
we were looking for a house 
in Boothbay, he mentioned 
that there was a lot near their 
home. We bought it and built 
our home. We’ve been next- 
door neighbors for 17 years. 

When Mark and I get 
together, Wilmington people 
often become the topic of con- 
versation. If you’ve lived in 
Wilmington for a few dec- 
ades, your ears might be 
burning. Somehow, we men- 
tioned Elmer Branscombe, 
and Mark said they had some 
of his flowers. The Peters do 
not have a front lawn, just a 
flower garden — a spectacu- 
lar flower garden.

The next time I saw him, 
Mark gave me two garden 
pots. One had a common iris, 
and the other has an as-yet 
unidentified flower. Andrea 
said she calls it Pinks, but 
that is not the correct name. 
I could have transplanted a 
common iris from anywhere, 
but knowing that it came 
from Elmer makes it special. 

The Branscombe house had 
been moved to the Main 
Street location from Aldrich 
Road in 1871 by J.R. Gilman. 
An 1875 map shows J.R. 
Gilman living on the corner. 
Although the middle initial is 
inconsistent, this could have 
been James Franklin Gil- 
man, an artist who worked in 
the area in the 1870s. He later 
worked: in Vermont, and in 
1892-93 worked for Mary 
Baker Eddy, the founder of 
the Christian Science Church. 

In 1871, Gilman did two soft 
pencil sketches of a barn on 
Andover Street, owned by 
William Gowing, a meat 
packer. Those sketches were 


. published in the Town Crier in 


1967 after the barn was 
burned by an arsonist. 

The Burlington Historical 
Commission has some of 
Gilman’s sketches, too, inclu- 
ding one of the Joseph But- 
ters farm, which stood on 
Wilmington Road, Route 62, 
just over the Burlington- 
Wilmington line. 

Gilman went to Vermont, 
and from 1873 to 1892, he had 
a studio in the Montpelier 
area. He then went to work 
for Mary Baker Eddy, foun- 
der of the Christian Science 
Church. 

After Gilman left, the house 
was owned by someone 
named Slater, who ran a store 
there. Elmer Branscombe 
acquired the property about 
1935. 

At some point, the state 
raised the grade on Main 
Street by several feet, proba- 
bly to accommodate the 
approach to the Shawsheen 
Avenue bridge, which was 
across the street. This consid- 
erably changed the landscape 
of the property. The house had 
a rather small front yard, and 
the change on the road meant 
filling in the front yard. A day- 
light basement was closed in, 
and a horseshoe driveway was 
built, where there had been 
two elm trees.

WILMINGTON — James John- 
ston, 23, has been selected to par- 
ticipate in the Rose of Tralee Inter- 
national Festival to be held August 
17-23 in Ireland. 

This is one of Ireland's largest 
and longest running festivals. It 
Started in 1959. The heart of the 
festival is the pageant to select the 


| Rose of Tralee. 


The competition brings young 
women of Irish descent from 
around the world to County Kerry, 
Ireland for a celebration of Irish 
culture. Johnston will be one of 65 
“lads” serving as a Rose escort 


for the pageant contestants. His 
grandfather is from Tralee.

The week-long event includes 
street entertainment, a carnival, 
live concerts, theatre, a circus, mar- 
kets, fireworks and parades. Two 
days of it are covered by Ireland’s 
prime time TV.

the insurance company that 
insured the house in ques- 
tion would reward them for 
extinguishing a fire on the 
premises. 

As a local Liberty Mutual 
Firemark Award winner, 
Stering will be considered 
for the 2016 Liberty Mutual 
National Firemark Award. 

Two national winners — 
one honored for heroism, the 
other for community serv- 
ice/public education — will 
each receive a $10,000 grant 
from Liberty Mutual for 
their fire department and a 
trip to New York City for 
their family. 

“It’s great to honor some- 
one with the Firemark 
Award,” said Monica Archer, 
who presented the award to 
Stering. “Especially to award 
it to someone who lives in the 
same town as me.” 

“I was honored that some- 
one nominated me,” said 
Stering. “But embarrassed to 
be singled out when so many 
of the other firefighters 
worked hard on the St. 
Baldrick’s fundraiser too, so 
I’m accepting on the behalf of 
everyone.” 


St. Baldrick’s is an organi- 
zation that raises money for 
grants for childhood cancer 
research. 

The Wilmington Firefight- 
ers Local 1370 has teamed up 
with the Red Heat Tavern for 
the past three years to 
fundraise for St. Baldrick’s 
and have also raised money 
for the 6th Floor Resource 
Room at the Children’s Hos- 
pital. 

This year’s event alone 
raised $7,548.07 for St. 
Baldrick’s. In the two previ- 
ous years when the event 
was held in Wilmington, a 
combined amount of over 
$45,000 was raised for St. 
Baldricks and over $5,000 for 
the 6th Floor Resource Room 
at the Children’s Hospital.

Drive events that go towards 
MDA, and Fire Safety Edu- 
cation for the Wilmington 
School System.”
